REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches a method, a process and an apparatus of a speaker comprising a 
waterproof vibration plate that is obtained by forming a water repellent layer containing wax on 
a surface of paper pulp by the use of a wax-based emulsion in a suspension of the paper pulp, 
then forming a binder layer containing rosin or alkyl ketene dimmer on a surface of the water 
repellent layer by the use of a rosin sizing agent or an alkyl ketene dimmer sizing agent in the 
suspension, then forming an oil repellent layer containing a fluorinated resin on a surface of the 
binder layer by the use of a fluorinc-bascd resin emulsion in the suspension, then forming the 
paper pulp into paper, and then heating and drying the same, as specifically claimed in claims 3, 
4 and 5. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Moskow (U.S. patent 3,292,730) teaches a speaker cone unit which is highly resistant to 
moisture.

White (U.S. patent 3,961,378) teaches a method of making a loudspeaker cone which is 
impervious to extremes of temperature and humidity. 

Loya (U.S. patent 5,168,527) teaches a speaker cone of waterproof paper composition. 

Okazaki et al. (U.S. patent 5,903,658) teaches a diaphragm for a loudspeaker which is 
formed of water-proofed natural pulp.
